A TRUMPED-UP AFFAIR 


‘The days spent at Hsuchowfu 
furnished what seemed to be an in- 
dication of the real feeling of the 
People, apart from that exhibited 
In the treaty ports. All shops were 
ordered to be closed and a great 
mass meeting was to be held at the 
Railroad Station. ‘The shops were 
really closed, but the front doors 
were ajar and as far as I could see 
there was no real interruption of 
important business. The great mas 
‘meeting was rather poorly attend- 
ed and while the oratory was of the 
expected nature it bore the marks of 
being imported stuff and did not get 
anywhere. We foreigners prudent- 
ly kept off the streets the first part 
of the day but were not molested at 
all in the afternoon when we went 
‘out on important business. Next 
day the shops were open as usual. In 
‘answer to an inquiry as to what the 
demonstrat '" 
telligent Chinese pastor said t 
was for purposes of regularity— 
they wanted to be able to telegrsph 
Shanghai that they had properly 
celebrated the day of shame ! Hav- 
ing done their duty it is now “ Bus- 
ines as usual.” 
CHINESE WORSE OFF 

So, after having seen the prov- 

ee ‘from one end to the other, I 
am glad to testify that there has 
not been a single indication of real 
anti-feeling. I do not even except 
the roughness of the Nanking cool 
ies, for it is perfectly evident that. 
they were delighted with some ex- 
use to soak the public five prices 
for every piece of baggage moved. 
When I appealed for protection to 
the railway guards they only replied

At a meeting held at the Chinese 
General Chamber of Commerce on 
Friday it was resolved that the local 
Chinese merchants shall resume bus- 
iness to-morrow, the larger banks 
whieh are conducted on foreign lines 
to resume a day Inter. 

‘At the meeting there were 110 del- 
egates, representing 76 Chinese pub- 
Tie organizations, including the 
Chamber itself, Street Unions, Stu- 
dent Federation and labour and 
commercial organization They 
met to receive a report of the nego- 
tiations between the Chinese com- 
jioners and the delegates aj 
pointed by the Diplomatic Cor 
to consider the question of resump- 

mn of business. 

‘Mr. Yu Yi-ching, chairman nf tthe 
Chamber, reported on the negotia- 
tions, after which a resolution w: 

















pointment ove the fact tha: the 
negotiations had ended so unsatis- 
factorily and that justice had not 
been done. 

‘With reference to the strike, it 
was pointed out that this had been 
extending, and that it had gone on 
for some time, and that the Chinese 
merchants suffered greatly as the 
result. The strike was a patriotic 
movement pure and simple and was 
carried on as an expression of the 
\pproval of the Chinese residents 
shanghai over the Nanking Road 
‘affair. It would be better that local 
merchants should take a united 
stand in the matter ; ther 
was suggested, and ut 
agreed, that the gene 
should temporarily be suspended and 
business resumed as from the first 
day of the Chinese moon (i.e, to- 
morrow, June 21).

‘There was chaos, disorder 
and worse still, economically 
Japan was in the throes of feu- 
dalism which held the people 
down and made progress along 
‘western, European lines, diffi- 
cult. 

Yet, look what Japan has ac- 
complished. In a short period 
she defeated China in one war 
and Ruseja in another. She 
‘took her position among the na- 
fons of the world and Great. 
Britain welcomed her in allian- 
ce. Instead of being a minor 
nationality, she became a factor 
in Pacific ‘affairs and in China 
enjoyed all the rights of a fa- 
‘voured nation even as the great- 
est of the Europeans. During. 
the Great War, Japan’s position 
in world affairs became very 
important indeed and at the 
Versailles Conference she sat 
among the Big Five, her posi- 
‘tion more prominent than many 
of the European nation 

Japan is to-day one of the im- 
portant industrial nations of 
the world, She is producing 
in Manckuria alone more iron 
and steel than all the companies 
in the remainder of China pro- 
duce. Her railway in Manchu- 
ria is the prineipal railway com- 
pany of Asia and is the largest 
‘of all industrial companies in 
Japan, Her products compete 
with ‘those of European and 
American nations on all mar- 
kets. Her army and navy must 
be respected. Japan with a 
population as large as the 
vince of Szechuan, with a terri- 
tory which would go into a pro- 
vinee of China, is to-day the 
principal nation of Asia and one 
of the great Powers of the 
world, while China with 400, 
600,060 people, with 4,000,000 
square miles of territory, wit 
mineral and agricultural’ rieh- 
ness of the highest quality, 
unrivalled possibilities, 
ing against unequal ’ treaties, 
is attempting to obtain rights, 
not as an equal among nation: 
but by the methods of strikes 
‘and boycotts, methods used by 
weak nations and minority na- 
‘tionalities in the smaller states 
of Europe. 


We -do not publish these facts 
to pique the Chinese people, 
among whom we live and whose 
friendship we desire. We pub- 
lish them rather to remind them 
of what we have always said, 
that if China would only organ: 
ize a government, stop talking, 
stop playing personal polities 
and set to work to build up the 
economic and political structure 
of a modern state, there would 
no further need for discuss- 
ing unequal treaties. They 
would disappear as they disap- 
peared in Japan, They would 
disappear in the order of things, 
The present strike and boy- 
cot has probably cost $100,000 
000 in wasted overhead and lost 
Profits, | What might not be 
jdone for that sum?

with other foreigners, witnessed one 
of these ghastly scenes only about 
150 yards from Shameen on the 
West Bund, ‘ard other foreigners 
sa” numerous other right opposite 
the French Concession. According 
to Chinese reports, the slaughter: 
ing of these miserable men is pro- 
ceeding wholesale all along ‘the 
Bon, Taiping Road, and in the city 
self.- Incidently, the mob compri- 
‘eg also Cantonese soldiers who ai 
usually the leaders, and not a hand 
“in rained by the authorities to 
put a stop to the appallingly cold 
ferocity of these feinds: 

‘The massacre commenced directly 
after fighting ceased last Friday 
afternoon, and to-day, Sunday, the 
hunting “down and killing of all 
that do not speak Cantonese is still 
‘going on. 

And in the face of this, the stu- 
dents demand the retrocession of 
the foreign concessions, abolition of 
extraterritoriality, and’ the disarm.

(4) As one who has been, for 
many years, living in various. parts 
of North China and the Yangtze 
and has now occasion, to study the 
Cantonese, I for one maintain em- 
haticall that the (people. of 
North and South China have nothing 
whatever in common (except the 
WRITTEN language) and that in 
their mentality and’ mode of living 
they are further apart than, say, 
thie Scandinavians and Italians, 
There is a sprinkling of Northern. 
exs inthis city who, as devoted 
servants of foreigners’ or for pro- 
fessional reasons, have come to live 
here, It is a sweeping statement, but 
I believe T am right in saying’ not 
one of them is happy here. Not 
only is there nothing in this eity that 
Yeminds them of home, but the local 
Population considers and treats them 
‘as undesivable aliens so that they 
meet with nothing: but hostility whic 
thersoever they turn. 

It is, herefore, my conviction, and 
¥ believe Tam’ in good company, 
‘that possibly a fedérative system of| 
‘government may keep China loosely 
Jinked as an entity for some time, 
but thot in the end its splitting up 
into several units is inevitable.
